TAIRD BSE 
Sarunpay, Novy, 27. 
The Council mot at 9 2. m. 
Tho minutes of yosterday’s proceedings 
| were read and approved. 

REPORTS. 

Mr. Emo prosented tho report of the 
Oodmmitteo on accounts for remoyir 
terial from above the Ironton Brid « 
ommending tho payment of $76, ar 
ferring other accounts which had been in- 
curred after the bridge had been finished, 
to the Bridge Committee for consideration 
when they coino to settle with the contrac- 
tor. as ‘ 

The report was, ou motion of Mr. 
Emo, referred to the Committeo on Ways 
and Moans. 

Mr. Tuttle presented the report of the 
Committee on sale of lands in Blzevir, rec- 
ommending tho issuo of deeds for lands in 
Queensborough purchased at the tax sale 
in 1876, to Hon. Billia Flint or his assigns, 
on payment of the purchase money to tho 
Treasurer. - 

The report was adopted. 

BY-LAWS. 
Mr. Wilmot's By-law for tho assumption 
of the road from Gilbert*s School House to 
the town line, was read a first time.

To it arbitrary ? ox is it 
necessary ? Is it merely traditional, or is 
there some secret affinity botween St.

This is an intorest- 
ing subject to discuss on an afternoon such 
ng this. _ Lot us look for a fow moments at 
tho tradition connected with thig Apostle, 
for wo know little about him from tho 
Scriptures, and nothing at all from genoral 


time, and going to their near friends and 
kindred first, satisfied with working out 
from the family ceviter to the nation and 
the world atlarge. Acountry may well 
be Ohristian that is built upon the founda 
tions of family worship and Sabbath in- 
struction. Bloodis thicker than water, 
and it is our first duty to begin our Chris- 
tian work in the family, though of course 
it should net end there. The noxt passage 
that gives us a little light into the charac- 
ter of Andrew is the sixth chapter of St. 
John. It is the account of the miracle of 
feeding the multitude. Obrist put to 
Philip his testing question, ‘Whence shall 
we buy bread that these may eat?’ Philip 
has nota ray of hope as to feeding so 
many. It would take an amount of bread 
that would render it impossible in such a 
piscette provide for a multitude so great.He 
ismissed the very idea as a hepoless 
one. But Andrew with much caution 
and shrewdness says, ‘There is a lad here 
which hath fivo barley loaves and two small 
fishes,but what are they among so many ?” 
Tho sight of this small store would have 
made Philip or any other of the diciples 
more despairing than ever. But Andrew 
looked upon the boy’s provisions at all 
evonts as something not to be despised. Tho 
words do not indicato want of faith, though 
lacking still in the conviction of the power 
of Obrist to work such a mirac’o as feeding 
the multitude from a storo so insignificant, 
Andrew's feeling is thatlof shrewd thrift. It 
is but a small quantity of food, yot it is not 
to bethrown away. He stumbles uncon- 
seiously upon a great truth—that the little 
with tho blessing of God becomes much. 
The grain that is cast into the ground, and 
would only feed a few, becomes the waving 
field of golden wheat that will feod a mul- 
titude | Josus does not despise the dead 
eye of the blind man, but makes it the 
ground work of his miracle of giving 
sight. He does not substitnte a 
fresh sound hand for the poor 
withered one, but he puts life into tho 
withered hand. Andrew was hardly con- 
scious of these things. It is with a feeling 
ot distrust he says, ‘What are these amon 
60 many ?” and yot ho had hit upon the 
very mothod whioh Christ was to take in 
erforming his groat miracle. There isa 
eason of benevolence in this. Our society 
may not have mach to give, but our little 
with tho blessing of God may feed and 
clothe many poor suffering ono. Tho 
noxt passage which throws a little more 
light upon Andrew's character is in John 
Il 20.Wo are informed that certain Greoks 


Wore nmong tho listening throng that mot 
Him with the branches of palm trees. These 
Greoks wanted to see Josus. Philip eyi- 
dently did not know what to do. Ho prob- 
ably thought that, being out of the pale of 
Israel, the Saviour would hardly take no- 
tice of thom. He tells Andrew of his dif- 
fioulty, and Andrew and Philip, then tell 
Jesus. Andrew's conduct just said this,“It 
isnotforustoforbid these men.” He felt 
thoro could be nothing wrong in 
bringing them to Jesus. It was 
for tho Master himself to decido, 
and Christ justified the conduct of 
His disciples by uttering in the hearing of 
those Groeks the prophecy which concludes 
the chaptor. In this wo havo ap example 
of Christian liberal-mindedness. Let onr 
St. Androw's Socioty cultivato this spirit. 
Lot us bo known throughout the world by 
the kindly sontimonts we ontertain towards 
mon ot oyory climo and nation. Let ua 
not dospair of any ono, however sinful ho

Woller’s Beach on the 20th of Noy., aad 
about the sufferings of himself and crew. 
‘The Garibaldi,’ said Captain MoGlenn, 
“lett Pair Haven for Toronto, and alter 
running into Presqnille Harbour through 
adverse winds, we found ourselves off 
a, Whitby last Saturday. At darkthat night, 
Frenchman's Bay. The wind freshened 
and continued to freshen from the west, 
so that we close-recfed the mainsail, 
single-reofed’ the forosail and had the 
two jibs on her. I hung on until ten 
o'oleck that night inthe hopes of reach- 
ing Toronto, whon I was obliged to ran 
In starting to run, in order te get our 
doublé-reefed mainsail down, we -rere ieed 
up #0 we were ebliged tu cut our hallyards, 
I found the vessel was running too fast, 
faster than sho could be steored with the 
singlo-reoted foresnil, so we undertook te 
squat the foresail some, but the hallyards 
were so badly used tho gaff wouldn’t come 
down, While trying to get the foresnil 
down without cutting the hallyards, the 
man at the wheel allowed the fore-boom 
to gibe over, breaking both the boom and 
gaff and splitting the sail. The boom after 
breaking went over the sido into the water, 
and the sail and boom hung by the broken 
gaff and hallyards, so that the boom got in- 
to the wake of the rudder, and 1 was afraid 
that the boom would disable the rudder. 
Eventually we got the wreck cut away 
without any further damage to the schoon- 
er, but leaving us without a feresail. A 
little time after this had happened the fore- 
stay-sail shook adrift irom the hanks. We 
got it on beard, attempted to rebend 
it, but the water was flying over 
her so fast, and the frost forming so 
quickly that it coated the staysnil and filled 
the eyelets with ico, making it inapossible 
to rebend the sail. I then continued to 
run down the lake under bare polos, having 
no other sail to set but the jibs, We did 
this until a few miles off Presquille Har- 
bour where wo again sot the jib, and 
arranged a purchase to make the peak of 
the mainsail to luffher into Presquille. We 
arrived safely in Prosquille, and came to 
an anchor a little before the lights were put 
out on Saturday morning. We lay guiotly 
for a little time and the erew were cleaa— 
ing up the wreek, and rolling up the sails, 
I went down into the cabin and told the 
cook to got the crew some warm breakfast, 
and whilst doing so the anehor chain part~ 
ed allat once. ‘When this happened her 
head canted lake-wards, and I then under- 
took to make Woeller's Buy, getting all the 
ead canvass that we had on her. e 
startod down for Woller’s Bay, and the 
wind shied out of tho Bay from the land, 
and forthe want of canvas the vessel 
strack on the beach closo to the entrance 5 
of the Bay.’ 
“Now, I suppose, your hardship began?” 


“Yos, sir. I think it was afternoon, but 
I wasn’t paying much attention to the time. 
There was a little trading schooner, man- 
ned by six mon from Presqnille Point, came 
down and ran into Weller’s Bay bringing 
the Presquille light house boat with them, 
Previously to their attempting to rescue us 
the crew of the ‘Walters’ tried to do so in 


io 


they had a hard time to roscue themselves, 
In the sfterneon the men from Prosquille 
Point camo in the light-house boat. I ask- 
ed them how many their boat conld carry. 
They replied not more than twe or. three, 
but they thought two enough, Having a 
woman oook, I got her and one of the crew 
im the boat and thoy were landed all safe. 
The boat made a second trip and took off 
twe more mon, but on this trip they broke 
the boat's rowlooks, and being a leng dis- 
tance from where they could got repnirs 
done, they were some time betore they 
were ready to come ont again. During 
this delay the sea rose considerably, se 
that they didn’t get to our tance any 
more that night The mate, man and

Ho then crawled under the fore- 
eastlo near the hawse-pipe, that being the 
only spot on deck the sea wasn't breaking 
over, I asked him every little while,‘John 
are you alive or dead?’ He always 
answered me. A little later on he told me 
he felt better, and asked me how I was 
getting along. I told him I felt badly 
used np. Ho wanted mete come where 
he was, so, thinking at tho time it didn't 
mueh matter where I went,I erawled in 
alongside of him and laid down. Daring 
all this time the mate had said nothing 
abont his condition, amd I thought 
being warmly clad anda strong 
looking man, he wasn't suffering se much 
as us. Affor I lad laid for a while I 
found I was guining sirength. I called te 
the mate to coms 1p ond we would huddle 
together and keep warm. He oame bat 
instead of laying down beside us, ne Iny 
down neross the buck of my logs, I urged 
him to get off, but he wouldn’s, and aftera 
little time he told me it was no use and he 
meant to lay in tliat position till he died. 
As near as I cai oaloulate he died in that 
position at ten o’olock that night, and I 
had his doad body across me till ten Mon- 
day morning.’ 


‘Did his body keep youwarm, Oaptain.’ 

*No, his body stopped the celroulation of 
my blood, and in the morning it had to be 
chopped off mo with an axe. I and an- 
other remained in that position until we 
supposed it to bo morning. When I found

us he would not give me the land for my 
son and large family. I made up the £10 
by selling a young springer, and [ borrow- 
ed 80s. from a shop keeper in this town, 
John Dennehy, and I sold a new milch 
cow for £7 10a. The sheriff's expenses, 
with £12 18s 4d. for the rent, made up the 
money to £15 7s. To-day (18th Septem- 
ber) threo weeks I sent a bank draft for £16 
7s. to Morrough Bernard, Killarnoy, and it 
came back to me by his driver, Morris Col- 
ling, the next Wednesday. When I opened 
the letter the draft was in it. Charley 
Clifford read the letter for rae, and snid 
that it told me to go to Downing, Tralee,

THE DREADFUL DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphthoria has been for several wocks 
prevalent in the city, and continues to be, 
though it is not likely to bo epidemic, Its 
late increase is attributed to the sudden and 
unsoasonablo cold, which usually develops 
it. The namo comes from a Greek word 
moening film or pellicle, that gonorally 
forms in tho throat during the progress of 
the disease. It wasfirst applied and the 
disorder was first doseribed. by Brotonnoau, 
a noted French physician who had beon 
trenting vory virulent forms of sore 
throat, occurring epidemioally, and, 
in the main, in children, Diphtheria is apt 
to be confounded with croup and malig- 
nant sore throat, froma both of which it is 
distinct in its bymptomas, as{well asin the 
nature and position ef the morbid changos 
on the muouons membrane. In eroup 
thore is, indeed, a peculiar membrane, but 
it is nearly always confined to the air pas- 
sages and centros in the Jarnyx.

cians that the sperules may, and do, pass from 
One perton to another, and that patients must 
be iselated {rem prudence and proper treat- 
mont. Duiphtheria, largely asenbed to the foul 
Air of sewers and cosspoels, provails 
crowded and ill-kept quarters of cities. It was

ANOTHER CHAPTER IN THE FISH-

He wears to-day the 
samo light apparel that served him last 
Jaly, and since thon bas not liad a single 
change. He is not allowed to eat with the 
family, and the food furnished him is only 
the refuse or loavings. His room ia with- 
out furniture or stove, and his bed is but 
an old mattruss, without a blanket to cover 
him, But what is still more inhuman, 
,poor Joe has not had stockings nor shoos on 
his fect since wo saw him in the sum- 
mer. 

Is there no law to punish such barbarity, 
or must wo witneas such treatment, fib only 
for dogs ? Any charitable persons having 
clothing for a worthy object can leave the 
same with the Chairman of the Poor and 
Sanitary Committee, who will sce that 
their gilts are properly dispensed.

Penygraig Colliery occurred at 1:40 this 
morning. The shock was feit for milos 
around. Tho damage was so great that 
tho;explorers were unable to degcendjinto 
the mino for honre. Ono shaft was choked, 
There is not the slightest hope of saving. 
any of the 80 men and 18 horses who are. 
still im the pit. Foursmen were brought up 
alive. 
& The most intense excitemont prevails 
throughout tho district.

Tho cries‘of the 
people, whose relatives were imprisoned in 
the colliery, were heartrending.

The inven- 
tor was led to his discovery by noticing that 
whén he placed his watch between his testh he 
conld hear it tick, Any deaf person who could 
thus hear a watch tick would be likely to be 
benefited by the audipheno now for sale.

It is not truo he snid 
that men live within these walls without 
women, as had been reported, When a 
person enters one of these temples they 
behold an innumorable number — of 
idols. No two of them are alike. The 
Ohinamen aro a very intellectual class ot 
people. ‘They stand on an equal lovel with 
any other nation ofthe world intellectually.

‘The Chinamen are also a 
very shrewd people in spite of their idol- 
atry.

they had built, made up a lecture of great 
intorest. Ho said that the day was com- 
ing when the churoh in Northern Formosa 
will be self sustaining. Twenty churches 
had been built in 8 years and 828 baptized.

THAT SYNDICATE AGREEMENT. 


We had not thie time nor spaee yesterday 
to do more than refer in yery brief terms to 
' the agreement that. the Government of 
Canada has signed with a syndicate of eap. 
italists for construeting the Canada Pacific 
Railway. The enormity et, the sui-ender 
that has been made cannot be estimated at 
first sight. It was not until we had gone 
over the main points two or three times 
and carefully noted the grants, subsidies, 
provisos, &e., that the full extent of the 
_ bargain, and what it means for the people 
_ of Canada was {ully comprehended, It 
this is to be the crowning act of Sir John 
Macdonald’s political life, few will envy 
him the glory it will bring. A more rock - 
less aicege fer the rights and titel of 
the Canadian people eonld not be eonesived. 
We can now understand why it required #0 
much time to conclude the contraet, and 
why so many conflictin 1g reports were cir. 
culated prior to Ra es that a 
bargain had been agreed to and signed. 
The Ministers wont to England determined 
*to'dispose of the centract at apy sacrifice: 
but they Were leath to subscribe to such 
torms as the syndicate of capitalists de- 
manded, This, no doubt, was the reasen 
why Sir John found it necessary to prolong 
his stay and encourage the hopes of his 
friends in @anada, Our space will net 
permit » publication of the full text of the 
agreement, but the principal part will be 
found on the first page of this issue, Tha

The Government undertakes to. complete 
theThunder Bay branch and the Yalo- 
Kataloops section by the time Agrood 
in oxisting eontracts, vis : the former by 

May lst, 1891, and the latter by June 80th, 

1885. The Governmont will also build the 

road from Yale to Port Moedy. This con- 

struction includes station buildings and 
water sorvice, and when these Sections are 
completed, the whole to become the prop- 
erty ofthe company. The subsidy to be 

granted consists of $25,000,000, ana 26,- 

000,000 acres of land. The company will 

also reccive the road bed, and all grounds 
. for stations, Warehouses, docks, water 

frontage, otc., freo, Everything required 
for the rond will be admitted freo of duty ; 
also everything required for the telegraph 
lind: The Jand grants aro to bo in altor- 
nato blocks, twenty-four milos ¢ 
each side of the road ; but if any 
bloeks should not be fairly fit fo;

Mr. Mackenzie in warm and eloquent 
language maintained the hberties and dig- 
nity of Parliament, contonding that it was 
for the latter body, and not the Premier, to 
judge whether the Government had ac- 
cepted the best offer. 

Mr. Huntington tcok similar ground, 
while Mr. Anglin pointed dut that the in- 
formation was withheld from the public by 
the Government because it would be un- 
fair to Parliament to publish it, and now it 
it was withheld from Parliament because 
its publication would bo unfair to the 
tenderers. 

Sir Charles Tuppor became prophetic,and 
claimed that the countity would approve of 
thie Promier's course. “He added that tho 
Government had no power to bring the 
papers down, but claimed that the best of- 
fer had been accepted. 

Mr. Blake questioned whether the latter 
explanation was in order since the papers 
were not before the Honse, and then de- 
nouneed the Government's conduct as de- 
Spotic. He alluded to an announcement 
made last session by Sir Charles, that he 
had’ received an offer which comparison 
shows to be°more unfavorable than this, 
and further to an announcement by Sir 
John at the Bath pic-nio that a favorable 
offer had been made te the Goyernment. There 
were/strong reasons why the whole of the papers 
should be preduced. 

Mr. Langevin took the position that if pub- 
lic tenders had been solicited for this work Par- 
liament would have the right to demand the 
papers, but since this was not the case the 
papers need not be produced. 

Mr, Mills showed the reductio ad absurdum 
of the latter argument, while Mr, Kirkpatrick 
rushed ‘o the Premier’s assistance and stroye 
to mislead the back bench Ministerialists by 
saying that the Opposition pressed this motion 
because they did not believe Sir John’s state’ 
ment that the offer was the best one made. 

After a few remarks from Mr. Laurier chara- 
cterizing the Governmet’s action as trampling 
upon the freedom of Parliament, Mr. Mackenzie 
insisting upon a division, the House divided. 

The metion syas yoted down by 311 nays to 
51 yeas. Majority against, 60. Mr. Mac- 
dongall voted with tne Opposition. 2 

A similar motion by Mr, Mackenzie respect 
ing the Sault Ste. Marie Branch was carried 
unepposed. A motion by Mr, Millsfor the 
Commission relating to the Pacific Railway in- 
vestigation and the expenditure connected 
therewith, also motions by Sir Richard Oar!— 
wright for returns of the receipis and ex- 
penditures during the second half of the cal- 
endar year of 1879-80, were oarried. Mr. 
Demyille’s motion fora Select Committee to 
enquire into the cattle and sheep export 
trade was referred to the Committee on 
Colonization and Immigration, 

Motion by Mr. Ross (Mipdlesex) for a 
report on wrecking inCanadian waters aad 
certain expendituresin connection with 
wreckage services, also for copies of all 
agreements made for the printing of Parlia- 
ment during recess, were adopted. 

Several motions for returns relating to 
the Lachine Canal and North-West Terri- 
tories were also carried without important 
discussion, 

On ‘motion by the Premier, 2 Commit- 
tee to strike the Standing Committeo was 
appointed, after which Sir Charles Tupper 
moved that to-day (Tuesday) the House 
resolve itself into n» Oommittes of the 
Whole to consider the Pacific Railway con- 

tract resolutions, 

Mr. Blake made an earnest appeal for 
delay in the consideration of this question 
s0 that public opinion in the constituencies 
could be obtained, and moyed in amend- 
ment for reasons assigned thatthe day 
named in the original motion be changed 
to Wednesday, January oth. . 

Sir Jon Macdonald urged the immediate 
necessity of hearing the Government's 
reasons foy signing the contract. 

The House divided, when the amend- 
ment was defeated on a vote of 104 nuys 
to 61 yeas. Mr. McCallum, of Monok 
(Ministerial), voted with the Opposition. 

The House adjourned at 6:20 p.m.

chair. Vigorous applause showed ut once, 
the motion was carried,so withoutits boing 
put to the meeting, Mr. L. walked up to 
the platform (which had boon orected tem.

cleared his throat by a half dozen violent 
haughs, advanced to the coal oil lamp on 
the table and spoke thusly ;

He wouldn't 
say nothing more, but would like to hear 
the boys haye their say.” 

Mr. Striker,a heavy, broad-shouldered, 
barefaced man, stepped up and said tho 
boss wanted him to come to-night and put 
up aman for torun.

{er hims if he only ransin Kolman Ward. 
As the boss vanted hims to nominated hims 
he vas very happy to do so. 

‘The crowd cheered and cried * Joe, Joey 
Joe,’ when Mr. Bagster jumped up, and 
mounting the platform advanced to the table 
with drooping head and a very broad smile 
(cigar in hand), and facing the people, 
said; “Men (big smile); I am—[ will—I 
have no desire to have any position which 
would rotard my usefulness here. I am, 
however, constrained by the universal do- 
sire of the people of the ward. Occupying 
the position I de, I believe I am most for- 
tunately cizcumstanced to represent all 
classes of this growing city. My position 
here makes me the honored representative 
ot the laboring classes, and my financial 
status enables moe just as fully to ropresent 
the monied and aristooratio classes.

The most important is that of sprinkling 
the street from Brown's Foundry to the 
Station. Iwill favor the watering of the 
streets generally, to be paid tor by the 
Merchants on Front Street, who havo al- 
ways had to pay for it, and quite naturally 
so, for if tho streets aro not mado fit to 
walk on, how are our wives and children to 
get down to the market to buy their voge- 
tables and meats? As I am much 
opposed to strikes at home or abroad, I 
would seo the ward is just sufficiently light- 
ed, and that gas pipes are laid to the Sta- 
tion.

It turns out that 
they did not suecoedin England, ‘Lhe first 
Minister said thal they very nearly 
failed, and that when they left England 
they had not succeeded in making a bar- 
gain at all, that details which were so vital 
that disagreement upon them would nullify 
the wholo proceedings were still in sus- 
pense When they came hore, and remained 


in suspense some six or seven weeks after 
they arrived. Prudence demanded that 
they should simply say that negotations 
were going on, but the hon. gentlemen 
could mot wait. They announced with 
triumph that they kad already made their 
bargain a contract firm, and by such an an- 
nouncement plesod themselves in the bands 
of those gentlemen who formed the syndi- 
cate. They could not afford to differ from 
those gentlemen.

all, and to the worship and ‘sacrifice sot 
forth in His Son onr Saviour. But to this 
end the truth of science must bo Eeparated 
from the false. Nothing must be allowed 
to dignify itsolf with the name and rank of 
science that is not science troly and de- 
monstrably. If this protest las beon 
raisod to the very highest authorities with. 
in the ron!m of science itself, how much 
more deyolve upon those who have the 
canso of Divine rath and Philosophy to 
guard against tho insolent attacks of ecion- 
tific speculators, who, while Spurning all 
Royelation and pretending to disavow aly 
tmetaphpsical or deductive reasoning, ‘pro- 
coed in their own Tensoning on tho wildest 
anti-religious hypothesis. This sceptical 
fry of science must be kept in eheck, and 
reduced to their proper level. We toust 
have science distinguished from ‘science 
fwsely so called.’ This work had been 
nndertaken, and this standard lifted nobly 
amows os by tho Victoria Institute, and 
haypy are wo to observe from the report of 
this your tho gratifying progress thig 
Socitty, which ought to be the rallying 
point of all troly learned and Christian 
men, is continoing to make. This ndmir- 
able institution, only yet of a fey years’ 
Growth, is probably not so widely known 
aa it ought to be, but its purpose only re- 
quives to be stated in order to secure to it 
the liigheat Christian interest.

A SAD TALE OF THE SEA,

FROM OTTAWA. 


Parliament will adjourn to-morrow unti 
next Tuesday, and will again adjourn on 
Thursday of next week until January 4th. 
Why call members back to Ottawa for two 
day's session?

A return laid on tho table Monday after- 
noon shows that 4,000 tons of sugar arrived 
at Halifax for the three months ending 
March Blst last, as against 8,035 for the 
full year in 1879 and 8,904 tons in 1878. 
The quantity of sugar arriving at Montreal 
shows an increase, 

The Prize Fighting Bill has received its 
second reading in the Senate. It provides 
that any person engaging in a fistic en- 
counter in response to a challenge sor 
money shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be fined not less than $50 and 
punished by imprisonment of not less than 
one month nor more than six mionths. Any

for building it. The whole proposition is 
monstrons,and if carried ont every member 
who votes for it onght to be strung up. 
That's just what I think about the syndicate 
matter.” The feeling in this locality isvery 
strong against the Government, and a me- 
eting to protest will shortly be held.

HELP LESS AS HINDOOS.

ent. 

Mr. Jas. Gordon thonght tho attendance 
at the meeting was too small to deal with 
so important a question as the one in ques- 
tien. 

Ald, Dickson said the public did not 
take any interestin these matters generally. 
Ho did not think that a larger moeting 
could be securnd to get an expression of 
opinion irom theratepayers. Tho citizens, 
he said, would grumble, and write to the 
newspapers Over an anonymous signature, 
but would not come to a public meeting 
and express their viows. 

Mr. Thomas Wills again urged the ox- 
emption of the two industries ss an 
erpeciiants Ho said this was the 
only way we had of encouraging local 
industries, as our rate of taxation was so 
high, in comparison to other cities in,On- 
tario. 

The Mayor thought that the Conneil 
should grant exemptions for ten years as 
thoy had promised. It would bo unfair to 
out Mr. Loayens down to five yoars now, 
since he has gob-his machinery in working 
order, He said the Chairman of thisOom- 
mittee was deserving of much praise for 
the time and attention he had given to an 
endoavor to ostablish local manufactures. 

Ald. Jas. Smith was propared to meet 
the electors at the coming election on what 
he had said. 

Ald. Brennan & Dickson were eqnally 
propared for the popular yerdiot. Tho lat- 
ter geptlemen thought the people of Belle- 
ville were behind the times. 

Mr. Walter Alford moved that Mr. Lea- 
vens be exempted from taxation for five 
yaars,—Lost. 

Ald. Jas. Smith moved that Mr Burrell 
be granted a ten years exemption.

PUBLIC MEBTING LAST NIGHT, 

A mass mooting of olectors was hold jn 
Oarman’s st nigl, /Halbt, theroom benar 
woll filled ; 

At eight o’elock the chair was taken by 
James St, Oharles, Enaq., who explained 
that the object of tho meeting was to hear 
the views of Col. J. Brown, Esq., M. P.,on 
tho loading question now before Parlia- 
mont. and also to endeavor, if possible, to 
induce the Hon. R. J. Cartwright to visit 
Bollovillo for the purpose of addressing the 
electors. 

Mc. W. H. Biggar was chosen as Seoro- 
tary. 

Col. Brown, who was the first speaker, 
said that there was nothing to be gained at 
the present time by bringing the Hon. R. 
J. Ourtwright to thecity, as fo (Mfr. Brown) 
had mado up his mind that he would 
Oppose] tho Syndicate step by step It 


| would, he said, be more adyaatageous to 


haye the hon. gentleman speak in Prince 
Edward and other counties whore. their 
representatives were in favor of th Goyorn- 
ment scheme. Noman who had the in- 
torest of his country at heart, he said, could 
stand on the floor of the Heuse and see 
such Sporans rights voted away withont 
doing all in his power to defeat the schome 
proposed by the Pretaier, He regarded 
the terms of the Syndicate contract as 
monstrous, as by them our rights were 
being slaughtered ; and the profits, if 
divided up, would give nearly every 
man in Belleville .an immonse for- 
tune. One of the strongest argu- 
monts against the contract was the 
matter of education, as settlers aleng the 
line of the railway would be debarred the 
privilege of having schools, churches. &e., 
the land being divided up inte blocks of 
640 acres,so that there would not be enough 
in any one bleck to support either of these 
institutions. Hore inthis thickly settied 
country, it was only within a few yours 
that we had got such an excellent sobool 
system, and what would be the prospects 
there. He went on te say that this great 
wostern country for which we paid the 
Hudson Bay Company $—— and whieh 
we had been looking forward te with so 


much hope as # place where we could send |. 


our sons, to open up the great resources of 
that land and make homes for themselves 
without haying to go abroad, by the pro- 
posed bargain, was worse than if still in 
the hands of the Hudson Bay Company, 
where the wild buffale might roam in 
safety; for it this measure passed, the Syn- 
dicate would own and control the whole of 
that land. The fate ef taxation would be 
enormous, 80 muck so that mo man could 
afford to liye there and pay the taxes, and 
endeayor in ae way to make imprové- 
ments. Beside this, he Railway Com- 
pany would have a monepoly in the carry- 
ing trade, so that settlers would be obliged 
to. pay them just what rate they domanded 
as the carriage of their grain, &., to mar- 
ot. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Breqn's ad- 
dress, short speeches’ wore make by Geo. 
E. Henderson, Esq., 8, B. Burdett, Esq., 
Henry Bleecker, Wsq., and others, all of 
whom denounced the Syndicate, and ox- 
pressed pleasure at the course proposed to 
be pursued by Col, Brown.

“That tho thanks of this mooting are due 
and are hereby tendered to —Ovl- Brown, 
M. P., for his very oxtifustive address in 
reference to-ti6 contract with the Pasific 
Hailway Syndicate, and that we heartily 
enderso his opposition to the measure now 
before the House of Commons, believing 
as we do that the passing of that measure 
would be most disastrous to the fature in- 
terests of this country,
